Ohio has been hampered by the 
crude, unwieldy machinery of a con- 
stitution which was adopted in 1851, 
‘nd the subject of making a new or- 
ganic law is the biggest and most im- 
portant proposition that has come be- 
fore a Buckeye general assembly in 
many years. Selfish hands were being 
outstretched to get control of the con- 
Stitutional convention to be held in 
1912 when Governor Harmon took 
charge of the arrangements for it and 
succeeded in getting through the gen- 
eral assembly a bill which will remove 
the delegates from political influence 
and make them responsible to the peo- 
ple only. So well did he manage the 
campaign that Ohio will set a prece- 
dent for all other states to fohow when 
they come to rewrite their organic laws.
